INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Secretary Schurz, Agent Berry, Gov. Pitkin, the 
Associated Press, Colorado newspapers, and other auth- 
orities, have been giving varying and voluminous ac- 
counts of the shooting of the son of Shaveneux by the 
freighter Jackson, described with as much particularity 
as the conflicting accounts admitted, in the Journat of 
two weeks ago. On the 18th Gov. Pitkin, of Colorado, 
telegraphed to Secretary Schurz as follows : 

I have no advices of two companies of State Militia having 
started for the reservation, and I disbelieve the ramor. The in- 
formation which has reached me is that the Sheriff arrested Berr 
over a week ago at the agency ; that. Berry persuaded the Sheri 
to accompany him to the cantonment about four miles distant, 
where he escaped from the Sheriff. Two despatches have been 
received here to-day concerning him, one stating that he is se- 
cre'ed by the Indians, and the other that he is protected by the 
commander of the post. I respectfully request that you require 
the commander of the post to deliver him to the Sheriff of Gunni- 
son County at Gunnison City. This will avoid the necessity of 
the Sheriff taking a State force with him to make the arrest, al- 
though his efforts to escape have strengthened the conviction as 
to his guilt. I have no apprehensions as to his personal safety, 
wheu once in the custody of the Sheriff at Gunnison. Capt. Cline 
has been in jail for about a week without being molested. The 
Sheriff telegraphed me to-day that Berry and others are safe from 
a mob in Gunnison. If you desire to have the military commander 
deliver him to the Sheriff I shall like to be informed of the decis- 
ion, that I may notify the Sheriff at once that further preparations 
for making the arrest will be unnecessary. 

Early in the affair Gen. Pope addressed a letter to 
Col. and A. A. G. W. D. Whipple, from Fort Leaven- 
worth, dated Oct. 11, 1880, transmitting the reports of 
Maj. J. 8. Fletcher, Jr., 28d Infantry, commanding the 
cantonment on the Uncompahgre river, and of Captain 
L. R. Stillé, of the same regiment and post, concerning 

killing of the Indian by Jackson. Gen. Pope adds: 











“The military authorities have neither authority nor ju 
risdiction of any kind over the Indians or their reserva- 
tions. Both reservations and Indians are solely under 
the charge of the agents of the Indian Bureau, and the 
military can take no action and do nothing except on 
demand of the agent and under his general direction, 
and are therefore wholly powerless in this or any other 
similar case to proceed at all in the matter, even in the 
way of investigation. 

As will be seen from the report of Maj. Beaumont, 
Indian Agent Berry has declined to call on the military 
for assistance or to make any further investigation of 
the matter, unless ordered to do so by the Indian 
Bureau. If the arrest is determined upon it is probable 
that very serious trouble with the Utes will ensue, in 
which case the military force in that region wili be 
needed. I cannot say (nor can anything less than 
judicial investigation satisfy the people) whether or not 
the Indian was killed by Jackson in self-defence ‘and 
whether the law will justify the act. It is essential, 
however, that I should be informed what action the 
military is to take, in case, as seems’ altogether. likely, 
the civil authorities of Colorado attempt to arrest Agent 
Berry on due process and he calls on the military for 
protection, as I suppose he will. 

P. §8.—Since writing the foregoing letter I have 
received‘the report of Maj. R..H.:Offley, co i 
battalion 19th Infantry (a‘copy of which is inclosed). 
It appears from this report that the Indian who was 
killed did not fire at all.” 

The report of Maj. Offley, to which Gen. Pope refers, 
says, the Indians who surrounded the camp pending 
Jackson’s arrest ‘‘behaved in a very quiet and orderly 
manner, and from the white man’s story (the freighter’s) 
I consider his party entirely in the wrong for the shoot- 
ing of the Indian.” 

Gov. Pitkin received, on October 19, a telegram from 
the Interior Department notifying him thet Agent Berry 
had been instructed that if criminal process of the State 
is served upon him by lawful officers and his arrest 
made the United States troops cannot interfere. In 
case the militia are with the officers, and without pro- 
cess, the United States troops may be called upon ‘to 
eject them ; but no collision shall be provoked, and, if 
discretion be used,-none- need -occur; that the United 
States Attorney has started for the agency, and. will 
give all necessary advice. On the 20th, Gov. Pitkin re- 
ceived a telegram from Gen. Pope, as follows: 


Ihave received a telegram announcing the opinion of the United 
States Attorney-Gen: that Agent Berry and his subordinates 
are subject to the jurisdiction of the State of Colorado, although 
in the Indian reservation, aud that he cannot properly be pro- 
tected from arrest. I have withdrawn the orders given by di 
of the President, and the military forces will in no respect take 
action in the matter of the arrest. As to thearrest of the Indians, 
the Attorney-General reserves his opinion. 

On Oct. 20, U. 8. Att’y Johnson telegraphed to Wash- 
ington that he was afraid Berry would be lynched by 
the mob, if arrested without a military escort to protect 
him. The War Department ordered the necessary pro- 
tection to be furnished by Major Fletcher, commanding 
the post near Los Pinos. 


SIOUX SUPPLIES. 


Gen. M. R. Morgan, of St. Paul, Chief Commissary 
of the Department of Dakota, was in town yesterday to 
arrange for the transportation of Indian supplies. n. 
Morgan says that Secretary Schurz, having no appro- 
priation available for the support of the 2,000 northern 
Sioux now at Fort Keogh, has arranged with the War 
Department that they be fed out of the commissary 
stores during the winter. The Sioux to be rationed are 
the ones who surrendered during the summer.—ASiouz 
City Journal, October 3. 

INDIAN TERRITORY. 


A frontier friend, au officer of the Army, sends us a 
copy of the Caldwell Commercial, with this article 
marked :

To the Editor of the Caldwell Commercial ; 

Sm: On the 22d inst. the delegation of Indian Chiefs—Chey- 
ennes and Arapahoes—under my charge had an interview with 
Honoravle Secretary of the Interior, touching the question of 
their legal rights to lands for permanent homes and a that 
they be protected at some place as guaranteed them by treaty. 
And in reply the Honorable Secretary made the following im- 

rtant decision: : ; 

That they have not forfeited their right to the lands embraced 
in their last treaty, which embraces “the country bounded on the 
east by the Arkansas river, north by the Kansas line, and west 
and south by the Cimarron river.” 

They were recommended to proceed to locate on said lands at 
once under the provisions of said treaty, when they should be 
protected in the opening of permanent homes; and settlements 
will commence at once. They were also assured by the Honorable 
Secretary that they should bé protected in all permanent _homes 
and improvements already, made by them on the North Fork of 
the Canadian. where they are now located under Executive o 
of “Angust 10, 1869.” 

All of which is very satisfactory to the Indians and is just as it

G@ THE SOLDIER'S Heav.—The London 
Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘The question of a 
suitable head-covering for the French army is at present 
undergoin, considerable discussion, and it will soon be 
decided, theoretically at least, whether helmet, chako, 
or képi is to have the preference. Latterly the suita- 
bility of a head-covering as a protection in action, not so 
much as a defence nst sword cuts as even against 
infantry fire, has been much considered. It is a well- 
known fact that a rifle ball striking a firm object with 
rounded surface and failing to penetrate it, is easily de- 
flected from its course. It happened in warfare that 
projectiles, on striking a rib or the skull, have made 
some curious deviations, without penetrating the body. 
It ma be assumed as certain that at the usual distances 
at which troops now fight each other (about 1,200 yards 
and over), but very few rifle balls will be able to pene- 
trate a firm and well-rounded helmet. Now, contrary 
to all hitherto received notions, and probably in conse- 
quence of the practice of firing from under cover, 
wounds in the head are the most numerous among in- 
juries received, in proportion to the average surface of 
the exposed soldier. he figures here cited will show 
this in a remarkable manner. In the Crimea war, the 
number of head wounds were 5,238 ;_in the Italian war 
om 1,734; in the American Civil War, 9,217; in the 
co-German war, 8, total, 25,544 wounds in the 
head, as against 19,855 wounds in the breast or back. 
Those figures, which have been taken from a work on 
military hygiene, are based on detailed investigations of 
Drs. Didiot and Chenu, whose reliability may well be 
depended upon. It can no longer be assumed that the 
above proportion was & mere accident in four great wars 
—the most important of modern times, and fought out 
in different quarters of the globe; it may be taken as 
proved that wounds in the head will be much more 
numerous than injuries to the breast or other’ parts of 
the body. lf this coaclusion be correct, it recommends 
itself as the safest way to introduce a well-rounded 
Jeather helmet for the infantry soldier in general, but 
ially for the crouching sharpshooter, 0 whom, as 
a rule, little more than the ead is ex . It remains 
to be seen whether those views will prevail with the 
French military authorities.”

A correspondent of the Yankton Press and 
Dakotian says that about the first of the present month a 
party of 300 Indians from Standing Rock left that place to 
hunt buffaloes : 

They were furnished with arms and ammunition by the post 
commander, who did so on his own responsibility, against the 
wishes of the agent. Mr. Smith, formerly post irader of that 
garrison, accompanied by a lieutenant, and a citizen by the name 
of Donohue, went out with the Ind ans. Tne buffalo herd, which 
was a large one, was first seen near Grand River. The citizen 
became excited and commenced shooting at two or three of the 
herd. This made the Indians maJ, who were trying to surround 
the herd and get in the rear so as to drive the buffalo toward the 
agency. Among the herd was a white buffalo, a rare occurrence, 
and a thing not seen very often. The Indians hold a white buffalo 
in great reverence as being a holy object and not te be shot at. 
This white buffalo has been seen two or three times at lung 
intervals. Running Antelope, one of their chiefs, shot at an 
antelope, when some of his own men turned on him, and nearly 
killed him by clubbing him. 

The same paper, at a later date, Oct. 14, says that the 
hunting party had killed 215 buffaloes, when last heard from, 
and that “enough buffalo meat to last the agency Indians 
all winter will be the result of this hunt, and many a silver 
dollar will be obtained from the sale of robes.” Under these 
circumstances, and sustained by the report of Gen. Terry, 
as contained in the Journat of Sept. 25, that whenever Col. 
Carlin has loaned arms to the Indians it has been “for an 
innocent purpose, and no evil whatever, but rather good, 
has resulted from his action,” Col. Carlin will probably be 
able to bear up against any displeasure of Agent Stephan. 
The Indians, at all events, will be entirely satisfied with Col. 
Carlin’s action.

THE USE OF THE STANDARD. 


Tux discussion on the utility of regimental flags has 
brought out many stories of their use in critical mo- 
ments, and we print some of these, as they belong to 
late history and. are well fitted to replace the old stan- 
dard stories of past times. The first is from the London 
Telegraph: ‘*On a cold November day in 1870, a 
strange scene was enacted in tlre streets of the village of 
Le Bo t, in France. For hours a fierce fight had 
been raging between the Prussian Guard and the French 
troops, and many a brave soldier had bitten the dust. 
Of the Konigin Augusta Regiment scarcely an officer 
remained alive. Col. Waldersee and his colleagues had 


which the enemy maintained from the houses of the 
place, and the famous German battalion was staggering 
under the Chassepot bullets. Already 1,700 Prussian 
Guardsmen lay on the ground; the situation had been 
critical to the last degree, and the column appeared to 
be permanently checked. At this moment Gen. 
Buditzki, who commanded the brigade thus engaged, 
rode up on his white c er, and, comprehending the 
scene at a glance, threw off his cloak despite the sharp 
frost, jumped from his horse, rushed forward, and, 
seizing the flag of the Konigin Augustas, waved the 
color in the air and called upon the soldiers to follow 
him. For a moment there was a pause, then a tremen- 
dous charge, and immediately the street was won and 
the victory gained.” 
- The story of the two officers who gave their lives to 
save British colors from capture in Zululand is told as 
follows: ‘‘When the Zulu right horn showed in the 
rear of the hill, an effort was made to save the Queen’s 
colors of the 1st Batn. 24th Regiment. It was handed 
over to Melvill, the adjutant of the battalion, and he 
started, accompanied by Nevill Coghill, orderly officer 
to Colonel Glyn, and was joined by Pte. Williams. 
The fugitives, closely pursued by Zulus, held on with 
difficulty till they reached the river side close together. 
Here Williams was carried down stream, and saw his 
companions no more. Melvill’s horse was shot in the 
stream and the colors slipped from his grasp. Coghill 
reached the Natal bank in safety, but on seeing Melvill 
clinging to a rock in the river, trying to recover the lost 
colors, he put aside all thought of self-preservation, and 
tode back intc the river to his comrade’s assistance. 
Here his horse was also shot.” They both reached the 
Natal bank, and tried to struggle on, but could not— 
‘«There are, at not many hundred yards from the river- 
side, two boulders within six feet of each other, near 
the rocky path. At these boulders they made their last 
stand, and fought until overwhelmed. Here we found 
them lying side by side, and buried them on the spot 
where they fought and fell so gallantly. There is no 
need of anything to remind Englishmen of their con- 
duct. While we remember the Zulu war, it will not be 
forgotten. They did not die in vain; ten days after 
=! . the color was found in the rocky bed of the 
uffalo.’

euton regiment, emphasizes the firm 
spirit in which they are to be kept. ith silver nails, 
one supplied by the Emperor himself, another by tbe 
Colonel of the regiment, and a third by some distin- 
guished lady present, the colors are fastened to the staff 
with much formality, even the imperial hands wielding 
the hammer; it being understood that when the moment 
for action has arrived, and the flag which was kept 
furled until then is unrolled, no thought of quitting that 
symbol must ever enter the minds of the soldiers. How 
sacred a trust they are may be gathered from the fact 
that the colors of the Guards are never even intrusted to 
their care except in time of war, but are carefully kept 
in the Emperor’s own antechamber, in a position of high 
honor, personally watched by his Majesty, and only 
lent by him to the regiments for the purpose of parade 
or action, to be returned immediately after the event 
has concluded into the Kaiser’s own hands. 

It is related that when, on the eventful evening of 
Sept. 14, 1877, the gallant fellows under Osman Pasha 
learned from the bugle sounded on the headquarters 
camp hill that the time for. the final attack had arrived, 
they called for the standard-bearers to come to the front. 
As the name of Allah rose on the air, a number of stal- 
wart soldiers sprang up from the ground, seized the 
crescent and the pendent horse-tails, and, with a loud 
shout of victory, dashed in among the affrighted Rus- 
sians with such intrepidity that the Muscovites fled 
down the aides of the famous green hill without making 
a show of resistance.

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REGULARS AND MILITIA. 


Lizvt.-Cot. Rogzr Jonzs, Asst. Inspector-General, 
U. 8. A., in his report on the Connecticut encampment, 
which we this week publish, lays stress on one point upon 
which we have all along insisted. He says ‘‘that some 
advantage may result from my visit, and the associations 
I have formed, may reasonably be expected; but the 
benefits are not all on one side, for I feel I too have 
profited by the opportunity afforded me of being present 
at the encampment.” 

It is the reciprocal advantages resulting from a freer 
intercourse between the Regular Army and the Militia, 
that we have laid stress upon in urging, as we have for 
many years, a more intimate association between the 
two. Weare glad to note that the logic of events is 
silencing those who have thought to derive some petty 
advantage at our expense by sneering at the idea of such 
association. Those who fail to appreciate its importance 
forget that it was in the command of volunteers that 
the ranking officers of our Army won their present 
honors and titles, and that the only hope of large ex- 

perience in the school of war and rapid promotion for 





jon younger officers is in the possible command of vol- 
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unteers. The uniformed militia is, or should be, the 
school for those volunteers. Is it not in every way de- 
sirable, therefore, that Regular officers should give our 
militia organizations the benefit of their experience and 
professional training to the extent that they will receive 
them? Aside from the more remote and contingent 
advantages, they will derive immediate benefit from 
such intercourse, in the enlargement of their ownideas by 
attrition with those men who, while yielding due respect 
to their superior position as representatives of the mili- 
tary idea, are sufficiently independent of them to put 
their claims to the test. 
man who was, during the War of the Rebellion, ap- 
pointed a 2d lieutenant in the Regular Army. He was 
entirely ignorant of military matters, tactics included, 
and consulted an Army friend as to the best way of 
learning. ‘‘ Offer your services as an instructor of re- 
cruits,” was the answer. This the young lieutenant did, 
greatly to his advantage in the rapid increase of the 
knowledge necessary to his new position. It is not to 
be assumed, of course, that we have any officers in our 
Service as ignorant as this, but the best of them will find 
that something is to be gained by putting their own 
knowledge to the test in the endeavor to convey it to 
others. Argument on this subject, we have always 
found, is superfluous just in proportion to an 
officer’s practical experience in the command of troops. 

Our uniformed militia are, it should always be te- 
membered, the natural friends and allies of the Regular 
Army. They know just enough about military matters 
to appreciate the advantages of professional knowledge 
and training. They are the medium through which 
Regular officers can, if they will, let in a little light upon 
that dense popular ignorance upon all things military, 
which is the chief enemy of the Service; an ignorance 
which fails to distinguish between the soldier and the 
politician in shoulder straps. It is an ignorance which 
has cost us much in the past, and will cost us more in 
the future if it continues. 

Do not our officers owe it to themselves, to the Ser- 
vice, to the country, to exert themselves in every possi- 
ble way to counteract it, even at the cost of laying aside 
the feeling of exclusiveness and superiority, which a 
few, at least, seem to think essential to the maintenance 
of their own position? Let such not forget the motto, 
Noblesse oblige. 








THE OLD ARMY. 


Some curious facts are brought to light by the pub- 
lication of the complete Army Register from 1779 to 
1879,* and some very celebrated names appear among 
the officers of our Revolutionary Army. Cosmo de 
Medici was captain of one of the three troops of light 
dragoons raised in North Carolina in 1777. Count 
Pulaski was brigadier-general of the legion of cavalry 
raised in 1778, and he was killed at Savannah the fol- 
lowing year. The Count de Monfort was a major in the 
same legion. 

The ancestors of men who have been distinguished in 
all of the original thirteen States appear as officers of the 
levies or regular troops from the States in service during 
the Revolution, and in many instances the descendants 
of those officers are now borne upon our Army rolls. 
In the regiments from Massachusetts Bay and New 
Hampshfre were the Dearbornes, Cilleys, Cushings, 
Benjamins, Lyfords; in the Rhode Island regiments 
were the Greens, Tews, and Coggeshalis; in the Con- 
necticut regiments were the Eustises, Wolcotts, Aldens, 
Meigss, and Mansfields. Goose Van Schaick was colonel 
of a New York regiment, when were also the Ganse- 
voorts, Courtlands, Van Valkenbourgs, Ten Broeks, and 
Ten Eycks. 

The New Jersey regiments had the Ogdens, Pikes, 
De Harts, Halseys, and Daytons. Pennsylvania furn- 
ished the Irwins, Montgomerys, Kennedys, Brodheads, 
Bayards, Van Sweringens, Dawsons, Finlays, Reeds, 
Guthries, Botlers, and McClellans. Delaware and Mary- 
land furnished the Mercers, Winders, Gaithers, John 
Eager Howards, Reads, Bealls, Dennys, Wrights, Tal- 
liaferros, and Hardcastles. In the North Carolina regi- 
ments were the Mehanes, Ashs, McRees, Bacots, and 
Blounts. South Carolina furnished many distinguished 
men besides the Wade Hamptons, but only one regiment 
raised in that State was received into the Uontinental 
Service. The Virginia regiments contain the names of 
Theoderick Bland, colonel of a regiment of light dra- 
goons, the Washingtons, Lees, Carter Pages, Dades,

Howell Cobb, Electus Backus, and John C. Symmes 
were in the first regiment of regulars formed after the 
Revolution. Symmes was the grandfather of Capt. 
John C. Symmes, retired, and was the Symmes of 
‘‘Symmes’s Hole.” Job Sumner was a lieutenant in 
one of the Massachusetts regiments, afterwards captain 
of acompany stationed at that point. Job was a little 
naughty in some of his ways. He was never married to 
Miss Elizabeth Knowles; nevertheless, Elizabeth was 
the mother of one of Job’s sons, who afterwards became 
the father of Charles Sumner, late Senator. There was 
no particular harm done, only Charles was necessarily 
placed on the long list of those who have had no 
paternal grandmothers. 

Mr. Hamersly’s Army Register is valuable as a book 
of reference. Mr. Heitman, clerk in the War Depart- 
ment, is entitled to great credit for the labor he be- 
stowed on the work, for it was he who sold the result of 
his labors to Mr. Hamersly. There are errors and inac- 
curacies in the work, which are corrected in a great 
degree by addenda and errata, and it is probably made 
as complete and correct as it was possible to make any 
work of the sort. 








CHIEF VICTORIA’S WAR. 


TueEnre is a possibility that the career of Chief Victoria 
hascome toan end. Victoria himself, if we may believe 
the report from Mexico, has been killed, and most of his 
band destroyed or captured. The only regret in the 
matter is that the report is a doubtful one, and even 


.if true this victory was not reserved for our own 


troops, who had earned it by their great exertions dur- 
ing the past twenty months. The fortune of war, or, 
rather, the sensitiveness of the sister republic about in- 
vasion, gave the crowning laurels to the troops of Col. 
Joaquin Torrases. Gen. Buell crossed the river, acting 
in conjunction with the Mexican forces, and adyanced 
into Mexico, as fully described in the Journat of Oct. 
9. But after some days’ marching, he was officially 
notified that the Mexican government objected to any 
further occupation of their territory, and was compelled 
to retrace his steps. 

However, though Mexico has the honorsof the reported 
victory, the frontier will not be the less rejciced to see 
an inveterate scourge removed. Victoria has certainly 
run a fearful rig during the past twenty months. It is 
computed that his band and his allies have murdered 
about 400 men, women, and children, and we can well 
understand that cannon were booming and bells were 
ringing in towns where the news of the defeat was car- 
ried. To the troops of our own Army, who have heen 
so long hunting this outlaw, under difficulties, some- 
times without water, sometimes with their horses giving 
out under them, and having a thankless errand at best, 
the news of Victoria’s death, if confirmed, will be as 
welcome as to the settlers. 

The report of the defeat came on the 19th to Dr. 
Mariano, Samaniego, at Paso del Norte, who had re- 
ceived it in a letter from his brother. This letter ran as 
follows : 


We have to-day received the very good news that Joaquin 
Torrases has destroyed nearly all the Indians of Victoria 
and his party. This I have learned from the young Ascarte 
who arrived here with a picked force to escort some wagons 
which were sent from here with provisions for the troops. 
The fight occurred as follows: On the 14th inst., in the 
afternoon, the force met the Indians. The attack was or- 
dered at once, but notwithstanding the immediate execu- 
tion of this order the Indians took possession of two hills 
called Las Castillas. Colonel To surrounded them at 
once, and finally the Indians had betake themselves to 
one hill. In the night the troops took their positions, and 
at sunrise opened the firing and continued till nine o’clock 
in the morning, when everything was finished, leaving 
Victoria with fifty grown Indians and eighteen women and 
children dead. Moreover some seventy women and children 
were taken prisoners, and 250 animals recovered. 


It thus appears that the source of the intelligence was 
a lieutenant of the Mexican column, who had come back 
for supplies. Naturally it is impossible to put implicit 
faith in it, without official confirmation; and Victoria 
has been too often in straits to make sure that he has at 
last perished. Still it is probable that at least he has 
been hit very hard. The small Mexican loss in the 
affair—reported at three killed and three wounded— 
shows that Victoria must have been out of ammunition. 
And this corresponds to what the Indian scouts had re- 
ported some days before, inferring it from the fact that 
whenever they came to the deserted camps of Victoria, 
on his trail, they found no evidence in them that he had 
been killing game. This showed that he had reserved 
his ammunition. 

The confirmation of the Mexican report will be

THE LEGAL RESIDENCE OF OFFICERS. 


A VALUABLE work just issued from the Governmeut 
Printing Office, by the authority of the Secretary of 
War, is Brevet Col. W. Winthrop’s ‘‘ Digest of Opinions 
of the Judge-Advocate-General of the Army.” Judge- 
Advocate Winthrop has in this volume of but 491 octavo 
pages, exclusive of the exceedingly full and valuable 
index, collected the pith of forty-four volumes of the 
Reports of the Bureau of Military Justice furnished by 
Gen. Holt from September, 1862, to December, 1875, 
and by Gen. Drum from that time to the present. 
Twelve years ago, it is true, a digest was prepared, but, 
as Col. Winthrop says, the present volume is intended 
not to supplement but to supersede that publication. 

We know of no better way of giving an idea of the 
scope and contents of Col. Winthrop’s work to such 
officers in the two services as may desire to know about 
it, than to cite portions. And we select for this purpose 
a question which just now is exceedingly prominent in 
discussion by reason of a recent decision of Judge- 
Advocate-General Dunn, on the subject which we have 
taken as the title of the present article: 

Cadet.—1. An unemancipated minor can acquire no resi- 
dence distinct from that of his father or parent. So held that 
minors whose fathers resided in certain States and congres- 
sional districts, could not, by removing to and abiding in 
other States or districts, uire such an “actual residence ” 
therein as to render them eligible for appointment as cade s 
under Sec. 1315, Rev. Sts. _ opinion is concurred in by 
oe 72 'iareae -» Opins. 130.) XXIX., 83; 

CXT., 313. 

2. Held that a minor whose father was a foreigner domi- 
ciled in Cuba, and who was himself commorant in the United 


States only for the purpose of being educated, was not eligi- 
ble for appointment as a cadet from a congressional district. 


3. Held that the mere fact that an officer of the Army was 
on duty under military orders in a certain Territory, did not 
make his minor son eligible for appointment as a cadet from 
such Territory, the fact of the father’s being thus on duty 
not being sufficient evidence of his being a resident therein. 
XXX., 528. 

Residence.—-The fact of being in the military service does 
not of course disqualify an officer or soldier from acquiring 
a legal residence or domicil, but as a general rule, the ma- 
jority, or a large proportion, of the officers of the Army 
cannot be said to have, for purposes of voting, taxation, or 
otherwise, any legal residence, that is to say, permanent 
abiding place as distinguished from a place of temporary 
habitancy. The fact that an officer is stationed within a 
particular State or Territory does not make the same his 
legal residence, since he is there, not by his own will or 
choice, but in obedience to the order of a superior, and 
moreover can have no animus remanendi, subject as he is to 
be removed at any moment by a similar order to a station in 
a different State (Graham v. Commonwealth, supra ; Wood 
v. Fitzgerald, supra; Taylor v. Reading, 4 Brewst., 439 ; 
Devlin v. Anderson, 38 Cal., 92. And see Cadet sec. 3), etc. 
Exceptions, however, to this general rule may exist in the 
cases of officers who are not subject, or likely, to have their 
places of habitancy changed by superior military authority. 
Such are the cases of the officers—the chiefs of the staff 
corps for instance—whose duties require them to remain or 
at least have their offices permanently in Washington ; and 
such are also the cases of the majority of the officers on the 
retired list. In any such exceptional case, the question of 
residence, where it is at all doubtful, will in the main, as in 
the cases of civilians, be determined by the evidence of an 
animus manendi, as exhibited by the acts and declarations 
of the party. XXIX., 85; XXX., 215, 528. 

The latest decision on this question was brought by a 
letter of enquiry to the War Department from Mr. 
Lindsay, M. C. from Maine, who wished to appoint 
young Gilman, son of Capt. J. H. Gilman, Commissary 
of Subsistence, who is from Lindsay’s district. Mr. 
Lindsay was in doubt as to his authority, and wrote to 
the War Department, as follows: ‘‘I beg to enquire 
whether the son of un officer in the Army of the 
United States, who has lived with his parents at military 
posts where the father was stationed, is eligible for 
appointment as cadet to the U. S. Military Academy, 
upon the nomination of a member of Congress, from 
the district where the father had his home previous to 
his own appointment to the Academy, the father having 
established no other home since. The purpose of the 
enquiry is to ascertain whether a constructive residence 
is sufficient, or whether the candidate must, in fact, 

actually reside in the district from which he is ap- 
pointed.” This question being referred to the Judge 
Advocate General, he replied as follows: 
BuREAU Mrurrary Justice, Oct. 7, 1880. 

Respectfully returned to the at General. 

Sec. 1315 Re -. Stats. provides that ‘‘the corps of cadets 
shall consist of one from each Congressional District, one 
from each Territory, one from the District of Columbia, and 
ten from the United States at large. They shall be 4 yn 
by the President, and shall, with the exception of the ten 
cadets appointed at large, be actual residents of the Congres- 
sional or Territorial Districts, ur of the District of Columbia, 
respectively, from which they purport to be appointed.” 

No mere constructive residence, therefore, can be suffi- 
cient. Bouvier defines residence as “personal presence in 
a fixed and permanent abode,” and in the statute the word 
“ actual” must have been further intended to exclude all con- 
structive residence, such, for instance, as an officer of the 
Army may maintain for certain purposes at the place from 
which he was appointed, tho he may have since been 
almost constantly absent therefrom. The vision for ten 
cadets at large, too, was doubtless intended for the benefit 
of persons who might have no actual residence in any Oon- 
gressional or Territorial District. And in practice these 
appointments have generally been made in e part from 
among the sons of officers of the Army and Navy. In this 
view of the case, =~ ony should be answered in 





the Army HAVE residences, and that they are entitled toa 
vote in the districts in which they were born and from 
which they were appointed into the Army. This right 
is constantly claimed and allowed, and an officer’s son 
has the same right to an appointment as any other 
young mun, if he is a resident of any Congressional 
District. 

Te correspondent of the London Standard, de- 
scribing the launch of the Italia, said: ‘‘ An immense 
crowd streamed forward to the Dockyard from an early 
hour. Within an enclosed space in the Dockyard a vast 
hull rose like a mountain. The sight was a very 
striking one. The King’s Pavilion occupied the centre 
of a long line of raised galleries to the right of the ves- 
sel, and the seats were all occupied by people waiting 
to see the splendid ship launched. At the upper end, 
near the prow, a temporary chapel was erected, formed 
of gaily colored bunting, with the cross of Savoy stand- 
ing out prominently on the roof. The rich silver orna- 
ments of the altar were seen between the flags; the 
robes of the priests added a striking effect of color, and 
hundreds of bloused workmen, mingling with brilliantly 
dressed officers and black-coated Senators, were com- 
placently regarding the finished work, which did not 
look as if it could have been made by the pigmies crowd- 
ing around its mighty hull.” Though launched the 
Italia is far trom complete, and is not likely to be ready 
for some years yet, probably by 1884. 








Gen. Drvum’s recently established Signal Service re~ 
ports, designed specially for the benefit of the Louisiana 
sugar planters, have already proved a great success. A 
recent Washington despatch says: ‘‘ Four days ago the 
central office at New Orleans was warned that a frosty 
snap might be expected in a few days, and last night 
the State was visited with a light frost, but severe enough 
to end the sugar growing season.” Gen. Drum will soon 
extend his system of weather warnings for the benefit of 
cotton planters. However it might be with recondite 
scientific calculations, we cannot imagine that for prac- 
tical utility, saving millions of dollars to commerce 
annually, the Signal Service would ever be conducted 
by a corps ot civilians, however distinguished as weather 
sharps, better than by one or other of the two Services. 
Indeed, if it were desirable to give the signal observa- 
tions a more scientific turn, we do not question that the 
Navy or the Army could furnish any ability required 
for that purpose, as well asthe integrity and method that 
would be needed; for expending the increased appropri- 
ations. 





Tue London Standard, in a critical review of the 
autumn manceuvres of the French and German armies, 
says that ‘‘the most characteristic feature of the Ger- 
man army is the business-like method with which it ex- 
ecutes all movements and performs all duties. Other 
troops may do well, but are generally over-excited in 
manceuvres, so that even officers sometimes Jose their 
heads. There are many ways of accounting for this 
German peculiarity, but we suspect that the root of it 
lies in the systematic instruction given by officers to 
their men, both at drill and in their barrack room, to- 
gether with the persistent practice of tactical mancu- 
vres on a small scale during the whole of the summer 
months. In this particular respect Germany is un- 
doubtedly superior to all the nations of Europe.” 
Speaking of the French army, it says that no one can 
watch the progress of that army ‘‘ without seeing a 
gradual and steady improvement in every respect, and 
in nothing is this more marked than in the change from 
the perpetual fanfarronade which formerly attended 
every military display to a condition of quietness which 
approaches, though it does not yet match, the business 
like qualities of the Germans.” 








Ovr in the Rocky Mountain region, and particularly 
in Colorado and Wyoming, there has been a week of 
snow storms that would have done credit to the Christ- 
mas holidays. Travellers over the Mosquito pass, 
bound on foot, for Leadville, were almost frozen to 
death. The travel to Silverton from the lower Rio 
Grande Valley has been stopped, there being four feet 
of snow on the range, and a signal sergeant en route 
from Colorado Springs to Pike’s Peak station was com- 
pelled to return after encountering a succession of gales 
and snow drifts. But little speculation for all this need 
be had—the unsettled weather is due to the fact 
that no successor to General Myer has been appointed.

Tue Russian frigate General-Admiral has proved to 
be 500 tons heavier than projected by Admiral Popoff, 
and suffered a break down of her engines lately, while 
on her way from Cronstadt to Brest ; the Imperial yacht 
Livadia is reported to be a failure ; the floating gun car- 
riages constructed for the Baltic have proved too weak 
to carry their 25-ton guns; and the transport Arasni 
Gorka, with 200 naval cadets on board for Sveeborg, 
has been stranded on the shoals of the Gulf of Finland. 
All these mishaps, occurring at the same time, have 
made matters warm for Admiral Popoff in Russia. 
Says the Wovre Vremya: ‘‘ Russia has wasted 25 mil- 
lion roubles upon the hobbies of Admiral Popoff, all of 
which are denounced as failures. First we have the 
costly incapable Peter the Great; then the twin mons- 
ters of the Black Sea, knewn as the two Popof’ Ras, 
and which the government has thought of converting 
into steam flour-mills ; succeeded by the General-Admi- 
val, and the Imperial yacht. Twenty-five million 
roubles laid out at 5 per cent. interest would realize 
1,250,000 roubles a year, which would support five uni- 
versities. The admirers of Admiral Popoff will scarcely 
maintain that the creatures of his creative fancy are of 
greater benefit to Russia than five universities would be.” 
The Peter the Great launched in 1875 has never seen a 
day’s service, and new engines, costing $600,000, are to 
be provided before she can be deemed fit for service. 
As to the General-Admiral grave reasons are reported 
to exist for believing that the accident was due to de- 
sign, the vessel and its voyage being both very unpopu- 
lar with the officers.

nation uniting the maximum of strength with the 
minimum of weight. She is covered belew water with 
teak ge , and this again is surmounted with zinc 
sheat ng. he engines, constructed by Messrs. Mauds- 
lay and Field, arc on the compound principle, with all 
the latest imprevements for ecenomising coal. There 
are two sets of engines, each set being placed in an 
entirely separate engine house, and working on its own 
screw. The vessel has a displacement of 4,200 tons, 
and is of 4,500-horse power. é armament consists of 
eight long breech-loading Armstrong guns of 11 tons 
weight and 18 feet length, which are said to possess a 

wer of penetration equal to the 15-ton muzzle-loaders. 

ix of the guns are placed in a central steel clad battery, 
arranged to enable a direct fire ahead to be maintained 
by three guns, while an effective broadside of three 
guns can always be relied on when required. The 
estimated speed is nearly 14 knots an hour. The 
bunkers, when filled with coal, would enable her to 
steam over 4,000 miles, and in case of mishap she has 
canvas enough to carry her round the world. 








Dertzotine Armor.—In his article on ‘‘ Deflectin 
Armor” in the United Service for November, P 
Assistant Engineer N. B. Clark, U. S. N., says: 
** Armor is at present arranged to resist shot by direct 
impact, but the only protection obtained is by deflection. 
Whenever armor is struck near right angles with the 
projectiles of modern guns, it is pierced, no matter how 
great the thickness; the only protection obtained is 
when it is struck at an angle sufficiently acute to deflect 
the shot. The writer therefore pro to dispose the 
armor to deflect the shot from first intention and make 
no attempt to resist the irresistible, but to arrange the 
armor at an angle so acute as to make penetration im- 
possible. ist, having shown that modern guns can 
aes the thickest armor a ship can carry ; 2d, that the

AN OFFICER’S LEGAL RESIDENCE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: If the following, clipped from the New Yerk 
Times’ telegraphic column of this date, be true as a de- 
cision of the Judge-Advocate General of the Army, will 
some legal luminary please to point out the law by 
which a citizen of the United States loses his citizen- 
ship by accepting a commission as an officer of the 
U. 8. Army? 








** Judge-Advocate Dunn has rendered a very peculiar 
decision, that is of interest to Army officers. It is to 
the effect that no sons of officers of the Regular Army 
can be admitted to West Point. The law governing 
appointments to the Academy provides that no youth 
shall be appointed who is not the son of a bona fide 
resident of the district from which he is appointed. 
Gen. Dunn holds that Army officers cannot acquire a 
bona fide residence, as required by law.” 

I have always understood it to be a well settled prin- 
ciple that an officer, soldier, or seaman, in the service 
of the United States, cannot lose or gain a residence in 
a State of the United States by reason of a temporary 
station under orders of proper authority, beyond the 
confines of the State in which he had a legal residence, 
or within a State in which he had no legal residence, 
but remains none the less a citizen while in the service. 
And that children of citizens born under the flag in- 
herited the rights and immunities of their fathers—as 
much in respect of domicile or residence as in other 


If such be good law, then surely the son of an Army 
officer may, nay, must, have a legal residence in some 
district of some State in the Union, and thus be eligible 
for appointment to West Point, on the nomination of 
the Representative of that District, under the law. 

In some States, New York for one, the Constitution 
provides that, ‘‘for the purpose of voting, no person 
shall be deemed to have gained or lost a residence by 
reason of his presence or absence, while employed in 
the service of the United States.”

PROPER PROPORTIONS FOR SEA-GOING 
VESSELS. 


Mr. Joun A. Grier, of Philadelphia, sends us the 
following statement of what he believes to be the law 
governing the front resistance of bodies movingin a 
fluid : “ 

The excessive length of sea-going vessels in proportion to 
their breadth of beam is a well known defect in design, 
brought about by the commendable desire for apeot—] 
strength, stability, and general seaworthiness, all under 
heavy tribute to this claim. The area of the greatest 
immersed midship section is a coefficient that, in a measure, 
determines the front resistance of a vessel, which we will 
endeavor to show is greatly overestimated, As the dimen- 
sions of the greatest immersed section of a vessel determines 
the size of the column of water that must be removed from 
her track as she is driven through the water, it is evident that 
with a given depth and a given displacement, the narrower 
the beam of the vessel the less this column of water will be. 

Hence the dimensions of this column of water becomes an 
exceedingly important element in deciding the economical 
dimensions of a vessel. The shape of the bow simply governs 
the economy with which the power is expended in thus mov- 
ing this column of water. Thus a narrow beamed vessel may 
have -heavy and very uneconomically proportioned entering 
lines, and on the contrary a broad beamed vessel may have 
ba” fine and economically proportioned entering lines. 

he amount of power ote in moving this column of 
water during a given time from the track uf a vessel is sai 
to vary as the cube of the speed of the vessel. 

The reception of this theory is responsible for the sacrifice of 
much of the stability and stre of our vessels in order to 
obtain an economical If it can be demonstrated that 
this is an erroneous theory, then wejmay safely look fora 
radical change in the proportion of many sea-guing vessels 
of the future. Hence we would most earnestly request all 
interested in such matters to patiently investigate this sub- 
ject. Ours is too much of a progressive and scientific age to

Dropping for the present all estimates of other resistances 
that must be overcome by a moving vessel, such as friction 
and unnecessary disturbance of the water, let us concentrate 
our inquiries on the amount of power necessary to be ex- 
pended to overcome this removal of a column of water mea- 
sured by the greatest immersed section of our vessel and her 
speed. As we have remarked before, our most eminent 
authorities on such subjects teach that the amount of power 
necessary to be expended to overcome this resistance alone 
for a certain time varies as the cube of the speed of the ves- 
sel. We will endeavor to demonstrate that it varies only as 
the square of the speed of the vessel. 

If we are successful it is evident that there will not be the 
same necessity, in order to secure an economical speed, to 
make such a great sacrifice of strength and stability to reduce 
this exaggerated estimate of resistance. If we double the 
speed of the vessel, then each particle of water is moved 
with a double velocity, and there will be twice as many 
ee of water moved in a given time. Hence we will 
find that the entire question depends on deciding the follow- 

query : 
™ivhon a particle of matter is put in motion in empty space 
at a given velocity, a definite amount of power must be ex- 
pended; then how much more power must be expended to 
give such a particle of matter under the same conditions 
double this velocity ? 

The advocates of the cube theory say four times as much, 
while we say only twice as much. 

Let us refer the question to nature's laws so plainly taught 
us by falling bodies. 

There is no dispute about these laws —but a false deduction 
from them causes this strange delusion. When a body is 
left to fall freely in empty space for two seconds, the velocity 
attained at the end of the first second is thirty-two feet per 
second (unimportant fractions being omitted), and the velocity 
at the end of the last second is sixty-four feet per second. 

Here we have a single and a double velocity, generated by 
@ force uniform as to time. During the first second a certain 
definite amount of power is expended on our moving body, 
but only twice this amount of power is expended during the 
two seconds. 

This uniform force of gravity moves the body through 
four times the space during two seconds that it did during 
the first of these two seconds. Hence if the space through 
which the body is moved under these conditions is a true 
criterion of the power expended, then it would be true that 
the power expended necessary to do this work is four times 
as great for the two seconds as it was for the first of these 
two seconds. - 

This is exactly what is erroneously taught. While it is 
almost a self-evident truth that thirty-two feet of the space 
rough which the body is moved during the last second re-* 
q 


no fresh expenditure of power, but was entirely 
attributable to the power expended during the first of these 
twe seconds, and only sixteen feet of the space moved 


through during the last second is due to the power of gravity 
expended during this last second. If the force of gravity 
was aunihilated at the end of the first second, then the fall- 
ing body would proceed forever, until interfered with, at the 
same rate of thirty-two feet per second. 
Hence the space through which the body moyes in such 
cases is not a criterion of the amount of power expended, 
et on this misunderstanding of one of nature’s most simple 
ws, by men of most eminent ability, our seas are covered 
with excessively narrow beamed vessels. Hundreds of valuable 
lives and millions of dollars worth of property are thus 
made to run a useless risk. 


Our text books on engineering, gunnery, and dynamics, 
we are sorry to say, are all tainted with this same erroneous 
deduction. 


Again, let me repeat that the laws governing falling bodies 
are not in dispute, but only the false deduction that because 


there is four times as much space passed over in two seconds 
as in the first of these two seconds, that the amount of 
power expended is four times as great during the two seconds 
as it was in the first of these two seconds. The unassailable 
truth is, that the amount of power expended by the force of 
gravity on the falling body is equal for each second. On 


this apparently theoretical question the doom of thousands 
of lives depend.

CAPT@KINNE TESTIFIES. 

Capt. C. M. Kinné, of San Francisco, was acting as aide- 
do-camp to Gen. Thomas ©. Devens during the engagement 
at Five orks. Devens’s division did not meet with any con- 
siderable resistance on the way from Dinwiddie to Five 
Forks. In front of the enemy’s fortifications De- 
vens’s division was to the right of Merritt’s. Only 
a portion of the command was dismounted, the rest 
being employed as cavalry enveloping the flank and screening 
the Union movements. Col. Stagg’s mounted brigade was 
lying in the woods a little to the right and rear, one purpose 
of the extension being to cover the movements of the 5th 
Corps. The right of the division, without reference to 
Stagg’s brigade, extended to the east as far as the angle of 
the Confederate works, at which point it was bent back. The 
instructions of Gen. Devens were that the witness should 
remain upon the right, observe the movements of the infan- 
try, and report the moment of a general assault, so that 
the cavalry might advance simultaneously with the attack on 
the rebel left. In this position Capt. Kinné saw the advance 
of the 5th Corps to the attack. The troops faltered, fell into 
confusion, and recoiled under the storm of musketry, grape, 
and canister. At this point Mr. Stickney said: ‘ May it 
please the court, I can hardly see the use of going over and 
over with the evidence relative to this episode. It is ad- 
mitted on all hands that there was some slight confusion in 
the division of Gen. Ayres when the assault first began. 
Gen. Porter and other reputable witnesses have testified to 
the fact and to its extent, and no possible purpose, except to 
prolong the proceedings, can be subserved by further testi- 
mony on the subject.” Mr. Gardner replied: ‘‘I have a 
rather distinct recollection that Gen. Warren has brought 





here to shown that there was no such confusion. 
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‘Officers of the 5th Corps,” replied Mr. Stickney, “ have 
testified that they aid not see any such confusion ; but their 
testimony was merely negative. .In order that there may be 
no further misapprehension, let me say that neither the acts 
of Gen. Sheridan nor any ofticer of his command will be 
called in question by me in this inquiry. It is Gen. Warren 
who is under investigation, and it is relative to his behavior 
that the court is to weigh the evidence presented. It is not 
for me to criticise Gen. Sheridan's conduct; it will be taken 
for granted that he acted from the best motives in the re- 
moval of Gen. Warren, and according to his best judgment.” 

After some deliberation, the court concluded that, while 
the linejof examination did not seem necessary, counsel for 
Gen. Sheridan might ask the question proposed to the witness 
as to the confusion in the ranks of Gen. Ayres, if he desired. 
Mr. Gardner said that the tendency of euch evidence was to 
show that Ayres’s division wavered, and that the corps com- 
mander was not there to restore order. Capt. Kinné con- 
tinued his narrative. He waited until the assault developed 
itself, and then went to Devens’s headquarters and reported 
that the assault was in progress. The cavalry lines then 
advanced and went-over the rebel fortifications. 

CAPT. C. H. MILLER. 

Capt. Charles H. Miller, whose regiment was in Penning- 
ton’s brigade, Custer’s division, said that the division occu- 
pied the left during the advance from Dinwiddie Court- house 
to Five Forks, and finally emerged from the timber land into 
the Gillian field, in the margin of which they were met by a 
withering fire from the enemy. Pennington’s brigade was 
ordered to counect with Gen. Fitzhugh on the right and Gen. 
Capehart on the left. . 

LIEUT. MARKS. 

Lieut. William Marks, 20th Pennsylvania Cavalry, Fitz- 
hugh’s brigade, was ordered by a staff officer of Gen. Sheri- 
dan to take twenty mounted men and bring up twenty boxes 
of ammunition, each man carrying a box on the pommel of 
his saddle. It was alittle past 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
On his way to the train he encountered the 5th Corps coming 
up the road at a very easy pace. He recollected the matter 
because he thought at the time that the infantry were taking 
the situation pretty comfortably, while they were having a 
rather hot time at the front. 

On Monday, Oct. 18, on a proposition of counsel for Gen. 
Sheridan to introduce a map of the battle of Dinwiddie, the 
court decided that, as the 5th Corps did not participate in 
that battle, it would be foreign to the purposes of the inquiry 
to present evidence relating to it. 

MAJOR HOUGHTON. 

Major A. C. Houghton, of the 2d Ohio Cavalry, was aide- 
de-camp to Col. Pennington, commanding a brigade in 
Custer’s division at Five Forks. - As the brigade advanced in 
the morning, it made its way without much loss to the works 
at Five Forks. There the first determined charge of the 
cavalry was executed, to the best of his recollection, about 
3.30 p. m., from which hour until the moment of the final 
assault, the afternoon witnessed a constant series of charges 
on the part of the Union troops and sorties on the part of the 
enemy. The witness recalled a severe artillery fire on the 

left of his command as it advanced into the Gillian field, 
occupied by the enemy. The brigade of Gen. Capehart was 
on his left, and on the right the brigade connected with the 
command of Gen. Fitzhugh. The position of the brigade 
was altered during the afternoon, so that the left rested on 
the margin of the Gillian field, and the right on Scott’s road. 
The sun was sinking behind the woods when the final assault 
was made, and the fortifications carried. 

BREVET COL. BABNITZ. 


The next witness was Captain and Brevet Colonel Alfred 
Barnitz, late of the 7th Cavalry, now captain on the retired 
list, U. S. A. He was a major commanding the 2d Ohio 
Cavalry i the battle of Five Forks. His regiment formed a 
part of Col. Pennington’s command, and participated in its 
movements. His testimony was corroborative of that given 
by the previous witness, and he described the movements of 
the brigade in substantially the same terms. The command 
left Dinwiddie about sunrise, and advanced up the road lead- 
ing to the Brooks house, where they were confronted by the 
rear guard of the rebel infantry. The resistance was neither 
serious nor protracted, and there was no heavy fighting until 
they arrived at the Gillian field in front of the rebel works. 

CAPT. M'GONNIGLE. 

Brevet Col. Andrew J. McGonnigle, of New Orleans, who 
was a captain in the Quartermaster’s Department of Sleri- 
dan’s command, testified as to the route taken from Dinwiddie 
Court-house to Five Forks. He saw Gen. Sheridan and Gen. 
Warren together in a little strip of timber on the way to the 
Forks. There were staff officers sitting about, dismounted. 
His attention was attracted to the intérview particularly by 
the manner of the twomen. Gen. Sheridan seemed to be 
restless, uneasy, and impatient; Gen. Warren was cool, 
collected, imperturbable. The witness did not hear any of 
the conversation. Capt. McGonnigle rode forward from this 
point with Gen. Sheridan and other staff ‘officers, and heard 
the final orders given by the General as to the’plan of attack. 
As he recollected the terms of the order, Gen. Sheridan first 
said the infantry was to move forward to the woods, and 
then swing round to the left ; but he subsequently corrected 
himself, and used the term, ‘‘ Half-wheel to the left.” 
Witness remembered this phrase very particplarly, because 
the General repeated it several times, as if to impress it upon 
the minds of his subordinates. Capt. McGonnigle next 
described the advance of the 5th Corps across the Bass 
plantation to the White Oak road. As the Union troops came 
out into the clearing, the advance lines opened a pretty 
smart fusillade against the woods beyond, with a view, as 
witness supposed, to develop the presence of the enemy. 
There was no answering fusillade. Gen. Sheridan was very 
angry at this waste of ammunition, and rode to the front 
with his staff and ordered the firing to be stopped. The 
General used strong language. After the firing had ceased, 
and the Union men were advancing towards the woods, Gen. 
Sheridan still remained in front of the lines. They were 
within a few yards of the timber when the enemy opened 
upon them. The Union iroops faltered, and_ there 
was considerable confusion. The men fell back and 
began to get behind trees. Gen. Sheridan encour- 
aged them, riding along the lines, . His words were, 
“There is no enemy there, what are you waiting 
for?” After a while the troops regained their spirits and 
pushed forward into the timber. The witness did not see the 
final assault on the angle of the rebel fortifications, His 
horse was wounded by a bullet, and before he could regain 
control of the animal the struggle was over. He did not 
see Gen. Warren during the action. 

LIEUT.-COL. BRIGGS. 

Col. George G. Briggs, who was lieutenant-colonel of a 
regiment in the brigade of Col. Stagg, said it was between 
1 and 2 o'clock in the afternoon when the enemy were finally 
driven behind their works. The infantry appeared on the 
ground about 5 o'clock, and witness saw the advauce of the 
three divisions of the 5th Corps. After the division of Gen. 


the woods, the firing of the enemy became severe. The 
troops faltered and fell back. Gen. Sheridan rallied them, 
and they advanced to the attack a second time, and carried 
the works. The witness was wounded and unhorsed during 
the charge, and did not see the works carried. 

BREVET LIEUT.-COL. PARMELEE. 


Brevyet Lieut.-Col. Henry 8. Parmelee, of New Haven, 
described the charge of Custer’s division about dusk. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 19, the record was read, but no witnesses 
were examined, An/ adjournment was then had until 
Thursday, the counsel for Gen. Warren being otherwise 
engaged on Wednesday. 

On Thursday, Oct. 21, two witnesses only were examined 
Major Dana’s testimony was rather striking, as to the posi- 
tion and relative part taken in the battle by the cavalry. 


GEN. TARBELL. 


Col. and Bvt. Brig. Gen. J. Tarbell, of Washington, com- 
manding the 91st New York Volunteers in Kellogg's brigade, 
of Crawford’s division, 5th Corps, gave an account of the 
battle of White Oak Ridge, on the day before Five Forks. 
His theory of that battle was that but for his own regiment, 
the 91st N. Y., the whole of the 5th Corps would have been 
crushed, In going down the Boydton plank road, that night, 
to the relief of Sheridan at Dinwiddie, the roads, said Gen. 
Tarbell, were in tolerable condition, and there was no diffi- 
culty in crossing Gravelly Run where he crossed it. It was 
late the next morning when the troops resumed their march. 
They knew that a battle was to be fought, . but. they marched 
at an easy pace. The witness could not tell the hour of their 
arrival at the Gravelly Run church, where, in an open field, 
sheltered from the observation of the enemy by the woods 
and by Stagg’s cavalry brigade, they formed in order of bat- 
tle. His impression was that they lay here about three hours, 
but he was not certain as tothe time. He saw Gen. Warren 
twice after the movement began. The first was in the open 
ground of the Bass plantation,-while the troops were execu- 
ting the half wheel to the left prescribed by the plan of bat- 
tle, as to the details of which he could give no information. 
While he was manmuvring his regiment Ger. Warren rode 
along the lines, and hearing him giving an order to his men, 
paused and corrected the phraseology of the order, rather 
censoriously, it appeared to the witness. ‘I was not parti- 
cularly pleased then, and haven’t been since.” After the di- 
vision entered the woods, the troops encountered only trifling 
resistance from the ‘enemy, whose fire was scattering, desul- 
tory, andirregular. There was great disorder and confusion 
in the ranks, and no attempt was apparently made by any- 
body to readjust the lines. They entered the Sidnor field, 
and here the witness again saw Gen. Warren riding along 
the lines. They had no heavy fighting. It was dark when 
Crawford’s troops arrived in the Young-Boisseau field. 

MAJOR DANA. 
Major A. E. Dana, of Kansas City, of Gen. Devin’s staff, 
at Five Forks, saw Gen. Sheridan at the front, and heard 
him say that the cavalry was to wait until firing was heard 
on the right, which was to be the signal for advance. It was 
about 5 o’clock when heavy volley discharges gave the signal 
to charge upon the works. Devin’s division was lying in the 
woods, and it was from half to three-quarters of an hour 
after the firing before it entered the works. It had to 
traverse the woods for some distance before emerging into 
the cleared space in front of the fortifications.

TARGET PRACTICE. 


Marxsman’s Banas, 8. N. Y.—Owing to the reduction in 
the amount of general class practice by the State, and the 
aie clause in the monthly matches of the National 

ifle Association, it was expected that the number of marks- 
men in the Ist and 2d Divisions would show a great falling 
off rope | the year 1880. It was well known that a large 
number of men had passed into the 1st class, but were de- 
barred from competing for the badge on regimental days. 
So to enable these men to win the “‘ decoration,” a committee 
from the Directors of the N. R. A., of whom Gol. George D.

which added to the fact that the day for the Governor's re- 
view was set down for October 21, one week later, made the 
men hesitate in attending the match.

with the troops nearly the entire time they were under arma, 
The troops at this encampment consisted of the lst and 8d 
regiments and two sections of . The ist regiment 
was commanded by Col. Barbour ; the 3d by Col. Tubbs ;

. R. Smith. 

The entire week was devoted to instruction, there being 
three drills daily, one company drill and two battalion drills. 
In addition there were reviews, ions, and other cere- 
monies, which consumed, all told, something like six hours a 


day. 
As was to have been expected at the opening of the en- 
campment, these troops showed the want of practice and in- 
struction on the part of both officers and men, but it was not 
in the nature of things for it to have been con- 
sidering that both rank and file are engaged in daily labor 
absolutely necessary for the maintenance of themselves and 
their families. The surprise is that their appearance should 
hive been so creditable as it was. The close of the week of 
training showed the time had been spent, but if the 
otticers could have given more time to oe aan 
tion before to camp, as well as after arrival, the

ay woe Commander and to the Governor’s Staff, as also 
to regimental officers themselves, and the fact that there 
is a marked difference in the two regiments is in no wise dis- 
creditable to the 3d. 

The battery manceuvres were executed remarkably well as 
a rule, and it was difficult for me to account for the drivers 
and cannoniers being so well drilled and instructed. To the 
battery commander, Lieut. Lee, must the credit in the main 


belong. 

Although my visit to this camp was made in compliance 
with a request of the Governor of the State, and although I 
was designated for duty by the Honorable Secretary of War, 
I could not take an active part in the duties of the camp, but 
I endeavored, in every way that seemed advisable and proper, 
to aid the officers of the command in making the most of 
their opportunity. 

That some advantage may result from my visit and the as- 
sociations I formed may reasonably be expected ; but the 
benefits are not all on one side, for I feel I too have profited 
by the opportunity afforded me of being present at this en- 
cam: mt. The interest manifested by the General Govern- 
ment in sending officers of the Army to the encampment of 
State troops must tend to keep alive and promote in the 
members of those organiz:tions, in both officers and men, a 
much more earnest zeal than would otherwise exist. Indeed, 
such opinions were freely and frequently expressed to me at 
the camp at Niantic. 

These troops—lst and 3d regiments—are armed with 
breech-loading muskets of the Peabody and Springfield 
models, and are well clothed and equipped. In a word, it 
may be said they are well organized and ofticered, and in a 
condition to respond promptly to any call for service that may 
be made on them by their Commander-in-Chief. 

If I were called on or expected to make any suggestions cal- 
culated to advance the efficiency of these organizations, and 
enable them when next assembled in camp to reap the great- 
est advantage from the opportunity afforded them, I would 
strongly urge the study of tactics by company oflicers and 
non-commissioned officers. By thus perfecting themselves 
in advance in knowledge of their duties in the school of the 
company, they would experience comparatively little difficulty 
in readily acquiring those which arise when assembled for in- 
struction in the school of the battalion. 

Much as the State authorities have done to bring these 
troops into their present creditable condition, more attention 
in this direction would doubtless be productive of a very de- 
cided improvement which would reflect additional credit upon 
both the trocps and the State to which they belong.

Srxty-ninta New Yorx.—This regiment paraded in fa- 
tigue uniform at its armory on Monday, Oct. 18, for prelimi- 
nary drill in the ceremony of review and for general instruc- 
tion. The assembly was sounded at 8 Pp. m., but the company 
formations were slow and tedious, the Ist sergeants were 
dilatory in answering the call for reports, while the returns 
of details and the equalization consumed the best part of 
half an hour. It was after 8.45 when the battalion line was 
established in the largeroom. The formation was but eight 
companies of twelve tiles, the command being formed with- 
out colors. The movements of the > were ragged, 
the fourth, which should have been the color company, 
coming into line in column of twos. The “ present” was 
carelessly executed. After receiving the command, Col. 
Cavanagh commenced the evening's instruction with a march 
in column of fours; step bad, distances poor, and align- 
ments ragged; and although the room was circled by the 
column, there was very little improvement. To and on the 
left close column of divisions were next executed, but in a 
slow and careless manner, neither officers or men seeming to 
be awake to the necessity of sharp commands and prompt 
movements. These marchings were repeated several times, 
the men settling down to the work and showing a decided 
improvement. The manual of the march was very poor. 
From column of fours, companies and divisions were formed 
at the upper end of the room by the order of captaius, the 
column marching the extent of the room and again breaking 
into column of fours. These marches were, as a rule, excel- 
lent, step steady and almost to the correct cadence, distances 
fairly preserved and alignments excellent. The companies 
were on their mettle, each vieing with the other as to steadi- 
ness and precision. After wheeling into line from column of 
fours, distances having been fairly well preserved, a few 
movements in the manual of arms were executed, the men 
showing a decided lack of snap and cadence. The manual 
of the several companies is, as a rule, very poor, and com- 
mandauts should pay more attention to the correct instruc- 
tion of the motions. In several of the companies it was a 
sort of ‘‘ go-as-you-please ’ in executi the several move- 
The ‘ order” was executed with a “loud bang,’ ’con- 
trary to the provisions of the tactics. The battalion was next 
formed forreview, Lieut.-Col. De Lacey acting as the review- 
ingofficer.

Grorcia.—The grand military festival at Atlanta, Ga., 
the laying of the corner stone of the Memorial Armory of 
the Gate City Gvard, commencing Oct. 18, was a most com- 
lete success, and thousands of visitors, from Maine to 
fexas, thronged the streets, while every incoming train in- 
creased the multitude. Addresses of welcome were deliv- 
ered by Gov. Colquitt and yy ot Calhoun. Gen. Henry J. 
Hunt, commanding the 5th Artillery, was made the com- 
mander-in-chief of all the forces. On Oct. 19 occurred a 
street parade and review. Three battalions were formed at 
the encampment, and, commanded by Col. Thomas G. Jones, 
2d Alabama, Col. W.G. Moore, Washington Light Infantry, 
Washington City, and Major J. W. Haywood, Atlanta Grays, 
marched through the principal streets. About 1 o’clock the 
column reached Oglethorpe Park, where Gen. Hunt took 
command of the brigade. At 2 o’clock Gov. Colquitt and 
staff rode into the park, and were greeted with a salute of 
seventeen guns by the 5th U.S. Artillery. The Governor then 
reviewed the brigade, the companies marching in the follow- 
ing order: Delegation of the New York Old Guards; Gate City 
Guards, Atlanta; Putuam Phalanx, Hartford, Conn.; Rich- 
land Volunteers, Columbia, 8. C.; Rockford Rifles, Rock- 
ford, Ill.; Governor's Guard, Springtield, Dl.; Washington 
Light Infantry, Washington City; Southern Rifles, Talbot- 
ton, Ga.; Enfala Light Infantry, Eufala, Ala.; Detroit Light 
Infantry, Detroit; Janesville Guards, Janesville, Wis.; Mo- 
bile Ritles, Mobile; Sherman Cadets, Lawrence, Mass. ; 
Montgomery Grays, Montgomery, Ala.; Company B, 2d 
regiment, Chicago, Il].; Companies A and B, Atlanta Grays; 
Sedgwick Guards, Waterbury, Conn.; Battery F, 5th Artil- 
lery. There were upwards of 2,000 soldiers in line, and the 
review was the best of the sort ever seen in Atlanta. 

The 20th was devoted to a grand sham battle, in which the 
Gate City Guards and their guests took part. The mancu- 
vres were witnessed by a large crowd. In the evening the 
Mystic Owls gave their annual parade, representing scenes 
from the Crusaders. On the 21st the visiting military were 
treated to a Georgia barbecue. 


New Hampsurre.—The 2d regiment, N. H. National Guard, 
Col. D, M. White, was ordered into camp for four days’ duty 
on Monday, Sept. 27, at Peterborough, Co. A, Cavalry, Capt. 
Chas, A. Jaqueth, being ordered tu report to Col. White for 
duty at same time and place. The companies, generally, 
turned out in good numbers, with the determination evident 
to make the encampment profitable. The first day was rainy 
and disagreeable, however, and the efforts of the command- 
ing officers were not seconded by citizeus of Peterboro, who 
had promised their financial support if the camp should be 
ordered to Peterboro (a good argument i: this State in favor 
of a permanent State camp ground), and in some cases there 
was not that arsistence and co-oper:tion from feompany 
commanders that there should have been. Altogether the 
first day's tendencies were discouraging to the men and their 
interest was somewhat dampened. The second day the 
regular routine was observed, some battalion drill being had. 
This routine was repeated on the third day, also the several 
companies were drilled before Insp.-Gen. Sturtevant for 
determination of relative merit. A practice review by Adjt.- 
Gen. Ayling was held on the third day. Thursday morning 
guard-mounting was very creditably performed, a vast im- 
provement over the preceding day; this was followed by Gen. 
Sturtevant’s inspection of the cavairy, which was found in 
very good condition, and showed faithful, zealous work and 
commendable interest. Regimental inspection followed, for- 
mation of line rapid and correct. Details of the ceremony, 
generally, were well understood, the appearance and set-up 
of the men very good, Naeem | of the Nashua and Keene 
companies; arms and uniforms in prime condition through- 
out. Inspection of quarters showed considerable variation in 
arrangement of tents and in the form of ceremony. A litue 
more attention should be paid to details laid down in Tactics 
on this ceremony. The cavalry stables were admirably 
arranged, and comfort and neatness reigned. Officers’ tents 
were in rear of the men’s quarters, company and headquarter 
megss-tents still further back. All were found in excellent 
condition, and general satisfaction was expressed with the 
messing arrangements, though in some companies it cost the 
entire State pay daily to meet the expense. About noon the 
Governor and staff, and Brig.-Gen. Clough and staff, arrived 
in camp, being greeted with a salute fired by a detachment 
of the ** Lyndeborough Artillery.” At 2p. m. the command 
was reviewed by Gov. Head and Gen. Clough. Details very 
satisfactory, alignments good, considering the roughness of 
the ground, ranks well closed; distances not quite accurate 
however, several guides were not at a carry, and many ofli- 
cers failed to look towards reviewing officer in saluting. A 
short battalion drill followed, then dress parade. Manual 
good, in some compani pecially so, though uncertainty 
exists with some officers and guides as to what movements 
—_ should obey. Guard duty throughout was maintained 
with only fair success, though with some refreshing excep- 
tions. Salutes and military courtesy generally noted, but 
with quite too many exceptions. Battalion drills were not 
had as was expected and needed, and those of the command 
who expected great improvement in this direction, were 
hardly satisfied. We hoped to make note of continued 
improvement in this command, as was to be expected from 
its record hitherto, but, somehow, the enthusiasm of a year 
Oo seems materially lessened and the result was manifest. 
At midnight Thursday the operations of the camp was prac- 
tically closed, the commanding oillicer holding to the fatal 
opinion that with the expiration of the four days and the 
month of September, his authority ceased, though by general 
consent the camp was not to be broken until 1 p. m. Oct. Ist. 
So guards were relieved, and all military duties were sus- 
pended until camp was struck at above hour. This ceremony 
was beautifully done, however, thea baggage was removed, 
and soon the command was in motion, en route for home. 
We are obliged to chronicle that most of the companies re- 
turned with the evident feeling that their tour should have 
been more profitably and therefore more satisfactorily spent, 
though it is difficult at the same time to account for it, and 
4 the responsibility just where it belongs.

Major Tobey’s Battery D 
came next, four guns and a Gatling, 60 men, followed by the 
16th Battalion, 2 companies (colored), under command of 
Major Scott, 70 men. ‘The 2d Infantry brought up the rear 
with some 200 men, preceded by an old fashioned drum and 
fife corps, and under command of Lt. Col. Hennessey, Col. 
Quirk being on leave of absence. The entire command, pre- 
ceded by Gen. ‘Torrence and staff, took upits route, a little 
late, north on Michigan avenue, where it was reviewed at the 
Exposition building from the centre balcony, by Lieut. Gen. 
Phil. H. Sheridan, U. 8. Army, accompanied by two members 
of his staff, then continued through the principal business 
streets, and was finally dismissed after a tramp of two hours 
after having passed in review before the Brigade Comman- 
der in front of Brigade Headquarters, on Wabash avenue, 
near Van Buren. The strength in which the commands pa- 
raded is not very satisfactory. But when it is considered 
that many of the men, in some of the commands, are em- 
ployed in retail business, which usually requires their ser- 
vices on Saturdays, and this being a specially fine Saturday, 
this matter is well accounted for. 

The ist regiment, Infantry, is now at work arranging for 
a fair to be given Dec. 16 to 24, in its armory, for the bene- 
fit of its equipment fund. It is hoped that every man in the 
command will take a hearty interest in this enterprise, as 
with such unanimous co-operation a sufficient sum can be 
realized to leave the command in a comparative position of 
ease financially for a long period of time. The regiment has 
lately added a section to its by-laws providing for a cadet 
corps to be composed of youths of from 16 to 18 years of 
age, and not to exceed 100 in number. This corps to serve 
for one year, and to be reorganized in September of each 
year. This is to be substantially a school for the education 
of possible recruits to the regiment, and is placed under the 
able superintendence of Lieut. Col. E: B. Knox, with a line 
officer as instructor and commandant. Captain G. 8. Miles, 
of Co. A, of this regiment, whose term has expired, has re- 
tired, and 1st Lieut. J. W. Buchanan has been unanimously 
elected in his stead, and Surg. D. Graham succeeds Capt. 
Buchanan in the lieutenancy. In Co. I, Capt. C. R. E. 
Koch, whose term has expired, was unanimously elected to 
be his own successor, but he has not yet signified his inten- 
tion of accepting the position for another term. 2d Lieut. 
A. H. Johnston was at the same time elected 1st lieutenant, 
vice Starkweather, resigned some time since, and Privat» 
Chas. J. Downie was elected 2d lieutenant, vico Johnston, 
promoted.

— A Bricave Inspector sends us one of the blanks to be 
filled up under the provisions of General Orders No. 9, State 
of New York, with the request that we explain how he is to 
average the attendance of the captain and Ist and 2d lieu- 
tenants. We would be pleased to accommodate the inspec- 
tor, but we are fain to confess that the conundrum is beyond 
our ken. We would, however, retaliate by asking the in- 
spector how he is going to determine the merit of the 
individual officers in the school of the soldier, and company, 
battalion and skirmish drill, guard duty, ceremonies, military 
law, etc. Werather think he will give it up. ‘‘A little 
knowledge is a dangerous thing.”

W. H. De V. asks : “‘ Has a soldier who is permanently located 
at a military post a right to vote for President, or is a man dis- 
enfranchised because he is asoldier ?” ANsweEr.--Most of the 
States have a law that a soldier or a sailor, or a student in college 
shall not be deemed to have gained or Jost a residence by reason of 
such occupation or profession. There is no such thing fora sold- 
ier as permanent location. It may be permanent in fact, but not 
in theory or law. Where he was entitled to vote before he entered 
the Army is the place he is entitled to vote while in the Army. 

G. F.S., Jr., asks: “From what Congression#! District in New 
York will be the next vacancy at West Point, and when will there 
be a vacancy ?” ANnswer.--The 2d, 4th, and 8th Districts of New 
York are now unrepresented, and the 5th District will be to be 
filled in June, 1831, if the present incumbent graduates. Hon. 
Daniel O'Reilly, of Brooklyn, represents the 2d District, A. M. 
Bliss the 4th, and A. G. McCook the 8th. 

E. S. D. asks, how the “Signal Corps” is recruited, by detail 
from the Army or by special enlistment ; what are the require- 


to whom should application be made for enlistment or further iu- 
formation. ANsweEeR.—Generally by special enlistment, occasion- 
ally by transfer from the line of the Army... You had better apply 
to the “‘ Chief Signal Officer of the Army, Washington, D. C.,” for 
acopy of Signal Circular No. 8, of August 15, 1878, which will 
give you full information on the subject. 

T. A. P., WurreHAtt, writes: ‘* Will you please state what is 
meant by the ‘break of Patterson’ in report of 3d Div. match, 
JoOuRNAL of Oct. 16? Does it mean a low score, or does it mean a 
miss? In reading the Jovanau I did not understand the meaning 
of the word ‘ break’.””’ Answer.—The meaning of the word in 
connection with Pattersoa’s shooting would have been plain, had 
we given the score in full ; for when a riflemaa secures two excel- 
lent centres; and then is signalled a very bad outer, and is unable 
to recover his form, in rifle parlance he is considered as “‘ broken 
up. 

L. M. L. asks whether James A Garfield was ever ‘‘ under fire,” 
and ‘in what battles did he participate ? ANns.—From any per- 
sonal knowledge of Gen. Garfield’s services during the war, we can- 
not answer the question ; still we should say it was hardly possible 
for him never to have been ‘* under fire,” if he did his duty in the 
batties where he was present. In Januery, 1862, while in com- 
mand of a brigade. he forced Humphrey Marshall with his com 
mand to evacuate Kentucky, for which service he was promoted to 
be brigadier general of Volunteers. He served at Shiloh, Corinth, 
etc., and “for gallantry at Chickamauga” was promoted to be 
major-general of Volunteers. 

N. G. 8. N.Y. asks: 1. Is there any law compelling members of 
the militia 8S. N. ¥Y. to serve upon a coroner jury? I was re- 
cently summoned, and put in a plea of exemption on the ground 
of being a member of the militia ; but it would not be accepted, 
the coroner holding that military duty did not cover exemption 
from coroner’s jury, it being ruled by a different law from a trial 
by jury. 2. In which arm of the Seryice, Cavalry, Infantry, Ar- 
tillery, or Navy, does the largest percentage of fatalities occur 
during active warfare, and @ice versa, in which the least? An- 
swes.—1. We know of no such law. When even lawyers may be 
impressed as coroner’s jurymen, it is hardly possible that the 
N. G. would be exempted. 2. As to the arm of Service ‘n which 
the largest percentage of fatalities occurs during active operations 
we should say the Infantry arm ; as to the least, it is obvious that 
the question cann>t well be answered, generally, as it would de- 
pend upon the nature of the engagement and the arms taking 
part. 

Reevuar asks: *‘ Where is the military school to which en- 
listed men of the Army are sometimes sent for instruction? Ifa 
man graduates from that school, would he have sufficient know- 
ledge to enable him to pass an examination as a 2d licutenant in 
the Army ? How much knowledge must one have of mathema- 
tics and grammar to pass said examination?’ ANsweEr.--There is 
an Artillery school at Fort Monroe, Va, where five batteries of 
artillery are permanently attached, and to which, in addition, 
some officers and men of the artillery arm (and occasionally offi- 
cers of other arms) are sent to go through a course of instruction. 
A graduate of the school would not necessarily be qualified to 
pass an examination for a second lieutenancy, nis general educa- 
tion would have to be of fair standard. He must have a fair 
knowledge of mathematics and a good knowledge of grammar.

At a recent meeting of the French Academy of Sci- 
ences attention was directed to the possibility of cavalry 
horses becoming infected by drinking at the same 
rough with other horses having glanders latent in them.

Tue Russians, it is declared by a Russian newspaper, 
intend making a considerable increase to their fleet in 
Chinese waters. 

Tue London Globe learns from good authority that 
the quantity of firearms imported into Ireland from 
America and the Continent greatly exceeds the official 
estimates. 

Tue British double turret ship Colossus isto be armed 
with breech-loading guns, but calibre and weight have 
not been settled. 

Twenty officers and 100 men of the Russian army 
are training in heliograph signalling, the manuals in use 
and instruments having been obtained from England. 
A favorable report has been received from Gen. Skobe- 
Jeff of the instrument in use in the Turkoman region. 
Tue Mayune, Annamite war steamer, which leit 
Haiphong July 18 for Tousin, with government rice, 
was captured just outside by Chinese pirates. The 
French gunboat Surprise has gone to search for her.

Tue first of the heavy breech-loaders, that known as 
the 25-ton gun has been completed, and passed through 
some preliminary trials at Woolwich.

The German 
authorities have never been much in favor of these 
trenches, fearing that their general adoption might 
oa affect the offensive spitit of the troops. 

HE great fair at Nijni-Novgorod has this year been 
a failure, owing to the distress in some parts of Russia 
and among the outlying Cossacks, and in some measure, 
perhaps, to the Russian operations in Central Asia, and 
the Afghan war. 

AcoorDING to the Golos orders have been issued for 
the immediate construction of a railroad line 200 versts 
in extent on the Tckke-Turkoman steppe. 

Tue government of India has offered the prize of 
£100 for the best ‘‘ Manual of Hygiene,” to serve as a 
text book for the use of the British soldiersin that 
country. 

AN electrical contrivance has been perfected by the 
Constructors’ Department at Portsmouth for discharging 
the Whitehead torpedo without the use of the ‘“ blow 
box ;” a brass box in which was a charge of powder 
was exploded, causing a weight to fall and admit the 
compressed air into the impulse tube. 

A OONSOLIDATION of regiments from the 26th to the 
109th is proposed in England. 

Tue French Minister for War, with a view to en- 
couraging a taste for horse exercise and to develop a 
knowledge of horse flesh in the cavalry, has instructed 
the commanders of this branch of the service to allow a 
certain number of officers to take part in horse races and 
steeplechases. In no case are they to run for money 
prizes, but only in such instances as the rewards consist 
of cups or works of art. In races got up by officers 
themselves they are to ride their chargers, but in public 
races they must run horses that are their own property, 
and must not ride in uniform. Non-commissioned 
officers are only to ride in military races and steeple- 
chases taking place in the garrison towns in which they 
are stationed. 

TRIAL is being made in England by Admiralty order, 
with a berth snitable for the ‘‘sickbay,” it being hung 
on a universal eras and counterpoised, so as to remain 
always level, whatever may be the motion of the ship. 
Strong bands of india rubber are used to prevent any 
sudden jerk. 

Iy anew edition of Naval manceuvres, approved of by 
the Admiralty, much has been done to clear up certain 
vague points which existed in the former work. 

Tue revenue of the Suez Canal Company has made a 
great bound upwards this year. The total receipts to 
August 31 were $5,504,100. The co nding reve- 
nue in the corresponding period of 1879 did not exceed 
$4,003,820. A gain of over}37 per cent. 

Waite Sir F. Roberts, an artillery officer himself, 
specially eulogizes the splendid infantry of his force at 
the battle of the Argandab, Lieut.-Col. Von Bogus- 
lawski, a German officer, argues it to bea mistake to 
suppose that artillery or cavalry will ever in future 
decide the fate of battlesand campaigns. It is admitted 
that the great superiority of the German guns, during 
the French war, carried the day, but the writer points 
out, that, since then, all countries being on a par 1n this 
respect, only tactical knowledge will give the advantage, 
and that ‘‘infantry will ever remain the most important 
and decisive arm.” The writer condemns alike the 
loose extension of skirmishers as during the Austrian 
and French wars, and the other extreme of drawing so 
closely as at present, their lines.

1876-77, and 2.37 in’1875-6, from which it would appear 
that education in the army and navy has improved at 
the rate of nearly 1 per cent. during the Jast five years. 
Tere are three arsenals in Japan—at Tokio, 

and Oji. These were all established in 1872 from plans 
prepared by French artillery officers, and by 1875 over 
600 native workmen were well trained. In 1875, the 
Tokio arsenal turned out 93,090 caps, 45,000 ball and 
blank cartridges, 101,000 Snider cartridges, and 20,000 
rounds of artillery ammunition. At the Osaka arsenal 
during the first year of its completion 200 four-pounder 
bronze field guns were finished, and 100 four-pounder 
mountain howitzers, together with the wood and iron- 
work of several field batteries, and 3,000 sets of harness 
and horse equipments.
